There should be no libel unless there 
is malice iii the publication, and if the 
publisher can establish the fact - that 
beyond a reasonable doubt any slan- 
derous publication was published by 
mistake anil without malice he should 
not bo held liable in the courts. This 
is nothing moro than justice and the 
people aro interested in protecting the 
press to this extent. A suit for libel 
should also be required to be brought 
in the county where the newspaper is 
publihsed.

BEGINNING TO DiSGORGE. 

54,331 Recovered anj More to Come. 

The County Court of Claims met 
yestordav, all of the niagi.strut.-s ox 
eopting W. T. Might and J. D.Collins 
being prcseut. The court held morn 
ing and afternoon sessions aud much 
discussion was iudulged in. 

Attorneys for John Boyd aud C. M 
Brown appeared with a proposition to 
settle by tho State's examiuntloi 
This was objected to by many and 
finally they altered Ae proposition, 
agreeing to make a partial sctllo- 
ment, leaving the fees to lie ad 
judicuted iu an agreod caio in Cir- 
cuit Court aud a further investiga- 
tion to l» mado to settle by finally. 
This was adopted by a vote of 21 to 
13 and W. M. West appointed receiv- 
er for tho money. Tho proposition 
to provide Hint 
or criminal lia- 
waived by recoiv 
of the money 
The amounts paid 
iu were as follows: From C. M. 
Brown $1,71 1 HI, loss $434 fees claim- 
ed. From John Boyd $3,08<J.03 less 
$»H0 fees claimed, and $730 railroad 
tar for '87, less 4 per cent. By this 
arrangement tho total cash to be dis- 
gorged at onoe is $4,331, leaving 
$1,43<J more to be sued for, being the 
fees claimed for collecting taxes from 
two to eight yean ago. The settle- 
ment was not a compromise and did 
not waive any penalties tho court may 
hold should be added. 

A committee was appointed, con- 
sisting of Juo. W. 'Payne, Geo. H. 
Myers, T. C. TiuBioy, and T. M. Bar- 
ker to investigate the books on behalf 
of the county and report for a final 
settlement. 

A second committee consisting of 
W. S. Davison aud R. T. McDauiel 
was appointed to examine and com- 
pare tho books to ascertain tho raises 
and false calculations by which tax- 
payers have been defrauded. They 
are to be paid $2 per day aud $100 
was appropriated. Esquire Barker 
thought Mr. Boyd should pay this, 
but that gentleman was interviewed 
aud declined to do it and tho money 
was appropriated. 

Tax payers are to 1» notified what 
is due them and they can collect from 
the ex-fchcriffs or sue for principal and 
interest ou their bonds.

R. Bellamy 
was killed and Policeman J. E. Cli- 
Isii ne shot three times iu the legs and 
badly wounded. 1'ive shots were fired 
by Bellamy, three by Policemau Har- 
vey McCord unci two osa three by a 
third party from across the street, 
whose identity has not yot lieeu fix- 
ed.

Shortly before 7 ilOo'clm^k Policeman 
Cliliorue came around the corner of 
Eighth i-treot wulkiug with Bellamy. 
The Utter was drunk ami very noisy 
ami Cliliorue was remoustruting with 
him. He had out a pistol which he 
was flourishing in his hands and de- 
fying arrest. When limy muched 8av 
age's produce store oil Main, two 
doom from the corner, Ixith i>arties 
atoppod. Cliborne stood on the curb- 
ing iu frout of Savage's and Bellamy 
a little lower down ill frout of Hell's 
salixin. At this juncture aomeoue 
telephoned to the Police headi|tiurlnrs 
that Cliborne was in trouble and Of- 
ficer Harvey McCord sUrted to his 
assistance. The distance U alwut 
throo squares and all this time Bell- 
amy was flourishing his pistol, every 
now and then lxiiuting it at Clilxirne 
and ordering him to bold up h 
hands. Cliborne niado uo effoit to 
draw his own weapon, but waa tryiug 
to quiet Bellamy by talking to him, 
and says he did not believe Bellamy 
intended to shoot him but thought he 
could finally get him quiet and ar 
rest him without trouble. 

JITDOE SAVAOt'a KTATKHEXT. 

Judge J. 1'. Savage was an eye wit- 
ness to the affair and aa ho is a very 
cool and self-possessed man. who sel- 
dom get* excited bis, testiinouy may 
be taken aa very reliable. He sat in 
a chair in front of Hooser's, the store 
adjoining his own, during the whole 
trouble. Taking up Hie matter at the 
approach of McCord his account is as 
follows: 

"McCord came across from Howe's 
comer nnd seems to have niacins! 
Hooser's liofore BelUiuy or Cliborne 
saw him. Just as McCord reached 
my door he drew his pistol. Bellamy 
at the same time saw him aud turn- 
ing his weapon from Clilxirne to Mc- 
Cord both raised aud fired eiimiltnue 
ously. McCord stood iu my door be- 
hind the chicken coop and Bellamy 
a 1 * 'lit ten step* from him ill front of 
Bell's saloon. CliUirne was on the 
curbing about half way IxHweou them. 
After the fint shot McCord got be- 
hind the door facing aud took delilior- 
atc aim at BelUmy and shot twice 
more. One of those shoU killed hum 
Bellamy iu the meantime had turned 
his wcaisui ii|kiii ( Tissue at clone 
range and shot him in rapid succes- 
sion three times. His last shot after 
receiving his deuth wound went wild 
and struck the window' frame to the 
left of the little vestibule in front of 
Boll s saloon. All five of Bellamy's 
shots have Uwu aceountod- for. The 
first struck the top frame work of 
Savage's chicknu coop, was deflected 
downward, killed a chicken in 
iU passage through the coop 
and came out at the 
other end, within a few inches of Mc- 
Cord'slogs. If the shot hail lieen 
aimed two inches higher McCord 
would have lawn hit, as he was di- 
rectly in line and his body she wing 
from the waist up. Bellamy's next 
throe shots were fired into Clilxirne. 
Two of them made flesh wounds in 
his loft thigh and the other shattered 
the I sine of the right leg four inches 
aUive the knee. Cliborne) fell after 
the third wound and dragged himself 
on one knee and dropped iu Savage's 
door. Ho never drew hia w«a|x>ii at 
all. It was in his pocket with two of 
the five chumhore empty after ho fell. 
McCord fired throe shots, only one of 
which took effect. The othem served 
to scatter the crowd sitting around 
tho Phoenix Hotel turner, but injured 
no one." 

The above account is corroborated 
in all essential details by R. H. Hol- 
land aud L. Bell, who also saw it 
from their doom. Iu addition to the 
eight shots located, othur shots were 
li red ; two of these struck tho facing 
ofJBell'a window and which evidently 
came from across the street. The 
v. it in'- c decline to say who this third 
paily was. Officer McCord's sUte- 
mont is substantially the same as 
Judge Savage's. 

Bellamy, after receiving hia fatal 
wound, staggered back a few steps 
aud fell at the Opera House door. 
When pic lie. 1 up he was dead, having 
boon shot through tho body. 

R. Bellamy was of English 
parentage nnd waa born in Evansville 
37 yearn ago. He was a brickinaaon 
by trade and while liviug iu this city 
in 1871) married Miss Mattie Davis, a 
daughter of Mrs. A. J. Davis, and they 
have one child, a ten-year-old boy 
srhq work* at Bassett A Oo'a.

Ho waa a 
Itepiililicau nud when Harrison came 
in be got a place iu the railway ser- 
vice which he lost some timo ago by 
reason of his drunkenness. Ho ar- 
rived on the 5 p. ro. train Tuomlny 
and struck tho town drunk and disor- 
derly and U three hours waa a corpse 



as detailed above, His lxsly was 
hiuioil in Hie City Cemetery Wednes- 
day, from Hie resilience of Mm. A. J. 
Davis, where Mrs. Pxillamy has been 
for some week... Bellamy was a good 
mechanic and ordinarily a quiet fel- 
low, but ejiiurrolsouio when in his 
cups. His fate was brought on by his 
own doings and Officer* McCord is 
euro to Ui acquitted when tho exam- 
ining trial is held.
